Governments or of the ora nisei private sector; on 
unoraanisod industrial workers, and on agricultural 
workers in rural areas; 
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(lii) lo examine whether the frequency of revision of DA, 
which is at pros'ent do no quarterly, should bo altered, 
keeping in viowadminislraiivc convc<iicn,'c and simpli¬ 
fication of record keeping.
